Judge Jacobs, “and I was so intent 
upon what the President was saying 
and doing, th a t I couldn’t pay any

else.” 
Judge Jacobs’ brother, 
Doctor J a ­ 
cob® of 
the 
Lutheran 
Theological 
Seminary, Philadelphia, had a position 
in front of the platform and stood 
very near where the President was 
sitting. 
Edward Everett, the princi­ 
pal orator of the day, preceded P res­ 
ident Lincoln with a speech two hours 
long. 
When the time came for Abra­ 
ham Lincoln

speech was so different from w hat 
they had naturally 
expected,

d id n t know how to take it. 
“The deep feeling of the speaker, 
confined with m asterful self-control 
ami firmly set purpose, made a pro­ 
found impression. 
There was some­ 
thing so unusual in the tones of his 
voice and in his mode of address, that 
long before those present were ready 
to weigh his words, he had finished. 
Hi»s rem arks were limited to nine sen­ 
tences. 
The suddenness with which 
he ended was almost startling.

told there were only 250 words spoken 
and just two minutes were occupied 
in their delivery.” 
The close of the address came so 
suddenly and unexpected th at for a 
few brief seconds the people stood 
spellbound and applauded only when 
they discovered he had really finished. 
Dr. Charles Baum, of Philadelphia, 
said he was a boy of IO, when Presi­ 
dent Lincoln made his memorable ad­ 
dress. 
He was quite close to the 
platform and was so tired of listen­
